The average attendance at the schools showed a marked im- 
provement over last year, but it should be still better. In ap- 
portioning the state money to be divided among towns for 
school purposes, the higher the average attendance the more 
money isreceived. It is therefore urged that parents encour- 
age their children to attend every school day and send all chil- 
dren of school age. | 


We have an excellent corps of teachers and the work of the 
scholars under their efficient instruction has shown decided 
progress. It has beenstated by out of town visitors that the 
children of our schools areas far advanced in their studies ‘as 
children of the same age in public and private schools near 
Boston. When we consider that we have only 28 weeks’ school
